AN ACT to lay out a road from Mauston, in Juneau county, to Dex-
ter, in Wood county.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senale
and assembly, do enact as follows :

Sgoriox 1. F. E. Grimmer and Thomas Weston, of
Juneaun county, and George Hiles, of Wood county, are
hereby appointed commissioners to lay out a road from
Mauston, in Juneau county, to Dexter, in Wood county.

SEcrrox 2. Said commissioners shall be entitled to
such compensation only as may be determined by the
boards of supervisors of the counties through which the
road may pass: provided, that no part of the expense
of laying out and establishing said road shall be paid
out of the state treasury. :

8ecrion 8. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
